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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 4 and 5 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Oku 
(US 6,525,595). 

Claim 4; Oku discloses a voltage regulating device for a charge pump, wherein the 
charge pump outputs an output voltage according to a first clock signal (figure 17: the output of 
NAND1), a second clock signal (figure 17: the output of NAND2), a third clock signal (figure 
17: the output of NAND3), and a fourth clock signal (figure 17: the output of NAND4) while the 
voltage regulating device comprises: a first voltage regulating capacitor (CI) whose one terminal 
is coupled to an output terminal of the charge pump while the other terminal receives a first 
inverse clock signal (CLK 1) which is the complement of the first clock signal (i.e. the output of 
NAND1); a second voltage regulating capacitor (C2) whose one terminal is coupled to the output 
terminal of the charge pump while the other terminal receives a second inverse clock signal 
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(CLK2) which is the complement of the second clock signal (i.e. the output of NAND2); a third 
voltage regulating capacitor (C3) whose one terminal is coupled to the output terminal of the 
charge pump while the other terminal receives a third inverse clock signal (CLK 3) which is the 
complement of the third clock signal (the output of NAND3); and a fourth voltage regulating 
capacitor (C4) whose one terminal is coupled to the output terminal of the charging pump while 
the other terminal receives a fourth inverse clock signal (CLK 4) which is the complement of the 
fourth clock signal (i.e. the output of NAND4). 

Claim 5; wherein the charge pump outputs the output voltage to a load (Vpp) while the 
capacitance of the first, the second, the third and the fourth capacitor is smaller than the 
capacitance of the load.
